Eleven and ii half years passed. The 


.Modocs bnA been confined by the gov- 
ernment to a defined reservation, and 
treaties vysre mado with them, which 
were repeatedly broken. The tribe was 
the prey of post traders, contractors and 
of almost every white man who came 
in contact with it. The only one of the 
hate.d whitcaln jwhom '.the.lncljmia Vi»fi 


confidence wcs the ta?e Jddge" Blijaii 
Steele, To this man they went for coun- 
sel and advice, tut in tbe lapse of time 
they even contemplated taking his life, 
as in the Indian mode of reasoning the 
death of a single white man erases the 
wrongs perpetrated by many. 


Snllen>t flrstunder their injuries, the 


Modocs were awakened to fury and de- 
clared vengeance on their oppressors. 
The memory of any detail of the Wright 
Rflnir was never allowed to fade. At 
(very council Captain Jack or Soar 
Faced Charley called upon the vengeful 
Iiloclocs to remember the August day 
when the palefaces had killed their fa- 
thers and brothers. At last, in January, 
1R ~3, the whites in northern California 
Luew that another Indian war was at 
hand. 


Shortly after hostilities began the 


government appointed a peace commis- 
sioner to confer with the rebellious red- 
skins and endeavor to make peace. In 
tho meantime Riddle and other squaw 
men on-:the reservation used their influ- 
ence toward a settlement of the diffi- 
culty, but to no effect. Tho turbulent 
warriors led by Captain Jack were bent 
o,a a slaughter. When ,the peace com- 
missioner arrived ou the ground, the 
Indians refused to treat with him. They 
did, however, finally agree to surrender 
to Judge Steele and two other men of 
Vat region and arranged to give up 
their arms the following day. When 
Steele and his companions went to the 
agreed place of the surrender, not ail 
Indian was in eight, and they returned 
to the military camp. Steelo then agreed 
to go alone and interview tho war chief. 
That night, Steelo went through an ex- 
perience few men have endured.. While 
talking to him in pacific terms in the 
Chinook jargon they were discussing in 
their own tongue the advisability of 
murdering their visitor. Steele under- 
stood sufficiently their language to com- 
prehend his danger, but did not betray 
his knowledge. The chiefs finally decid- 
ed to spare his life on condition of his 
bringing the commissioners and com- 
manding officers of the troops to confer 
with them. 


But for the efforts of the brave squaw, 


\Vi-ne-ma, war would have broken out 
long before. Many times she took the 
weapons from the hands of warriors 
bent on the destruction of settlers in the 
region, and it was she who warned the 
officers of the army of the trouble brew- 
ing; Her influence with her people be- 
gan to v»ano as their ra^e against the 
whites increased. Then, too, the war- 
riors bagan to mistrust her husband. 
Her food was poisoned by Modocs, and 
she was compelled to sleep in secrel 
places for fear of death from her own 
brothers and relatives for her suspected 
undue liking for white people. 


Colonel A. B. Meaehsm, who was in 


command of the military post, was a 
humane ninn and did all in bis powei 
to right the wrongs of his dusky wards, 
This man Wi-ne-rna revered, and when 
tho second pence commissioner was ap- 
poipted she did all in her power to pre- 
vent him from attending the council 
j|Jth the chiefs. She grasped his horse 
by the bridle, begging Meacham "and 
Canby not to meet Jack and bis band, 
When she found entreaty was in vain, 
the devoted woman mounted her'pony 
and rode with the ill fated party to the 
place of meeting, 


Tho story of that meeting has been 


told many times. When Meacham wai 
attacked by the bloodthirsty Scouchin, 
Wi-no-ma threw herself on the savage 
and begged him to spare tho life of hei 
white friend.- Others coming up, Wi-ue- 
ma ran from warrior to warrior, turn- 
ing aside their weapons. At last one oi 
many bullets struck Meacham senseless, 
and tho quick witted squaw turned 
aside tho weapon aimed to finish his 
life, witli the words, "Him dead; uc 
use shoot." Sconchin tried to scalp 
Moacbam, when Wi-ue-ma grasped the 
knife. The enraged buck struck her a 
terrible blow, almost knocking hei 
senseleffi, Again the wit of the woman 
came into play. "The soldiers are com- 
ing up!'.' shs cried, and tho next mo- 
ment a. detachment of troops did appear. 
Amid curses from the enraged troopers, 
a dozen vv capons were leveled at th<5 
breast of the brave nquaw. Looking the 
mounted men straight in the face, she 
cried: "No shoot me! I tried to' save 
them!" Then came from the ranks the 
words of an enlisted man, "The man 
who harms her I'll kill." 


The same day Wi-ne-ma's husband, 


Riddle, was riding horseback and waS 
shot dead from ambush by a Modoc.

*H« MQMBTAltY CONFERENCE. 


In Bccordance with the resolution of 


Ooitgrww to provide for an Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference, the Presi- 
dent has appointed Senator Woloott, 
Hoa Ofakflea J. Paine end ex-Vice 
President Stevenson, 'commissioners 
for tbe promotion of snob conference. 


Two of vthe three appointees sup- 


ported the Republican platform last 
7ear, which declared against free coin< 
«ge and in favor of the gold standard, 
until European cations should assent 
to the free coinage of silver by the 
United States. 


'Senator Wolcott, the representative 


in Congress of tbe silver producing 


• State of Colorado, discovered when the 
returns came in from the election last 
November, that his financial views 
were not in accord with those of the 
people of,his State. He then hastened 
to Europe, for the purpose it was 
stated, of getting the great powers to 
consent to an International monetary 
Conference. It is said that his mission 
was not successful, though the money 
kings of Europe, in consideration of 
the services ronderod them by the Ks- 
publican party, promised to help that 
party out of a hole by sending repre- 
sentatives to the conference it it was 
decided to bold one. At tbe short 
session/of Congress, Senator Wolcott's 
Republican colleagues, resolved to gu-e 
the President authority to appoint 
three commissioners to promote the 
conference and the silver men sup- 
ported the resolution, though they ex- 
pressed themselves as having no faith 
in tbe movement, as England was mak- 
ing more money by having tbe United 
States one of its financial dependen- 
cies, than it could possibly make by 
having the United States open its minis 
to silver. 


Now, in reply to a question by a bi- 


metallic member, Balfour dec-lures in 
the House of Commons that there is 
nothing in the situation that would 
lead him to suppose that anything 
could be gained by Great Britau iu pro- 
moting an International 
Monetary 


Conference, and doubtless Mr. Balfour 
understands the situation. He knows 
that Great Britain is purchasing silver 
bullion iu the United States at 61 cents 
an ounce, and coining it into ebillliugH 
and rupees worth $1 SO an ounce. Ho 
knows that his people are 
buying 


wheat, cotton and other 'products in 
tbe United Stales for one-half what 
they cost when the mints were open to 
silver, and the money powers which 
control Europe 'will not assent to a 
proposition that would reduce tho pur- 
chasing power of their millions, nearly 
if not quite one-half.

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THE GOVKBNMENX WILT. ACT. 


A sensational bill was introduced ia 


the Senate Tuesday providing for the 
Secretary of the Navy tolorthwith take 
possession of the 
Bethlehem and 


Carnigie armor plants and to hold and 
use such lands, buildings and ma- 
chinery for a period of time sufficient 
to enable the Secretary to manufacture 
the armor plate necessary for the com- 
pletion of tbe battleships, Alabama, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. 


It seems that these two great com- 


panies have refused to bid on the con- 
tract, presumably owing to the fact, 
that either or both have especial facili- 
ties for doing the work and are better 
prepared, bat there seems to be a com- 
pact to jam the Government into pay- 
ing a sum to be dictated by these com- 
panies, in other words the progress of 
the work on the three great battleships, 
has reached that point where the work 
mast go on or a great loss must nec- 
essarily follow. With this iu>.vlew, the 
companies have concluded^ that by 
working in unison they can dictate such 
terms as will salt their pleasure. 


Senator Chandler was arroused over 


tbe position taken, and has determined 
to see whether a corporation of this 
character Is greater than the United 
States, hence the bill. It ia only con- 
templated to take possession of the 
Bethlehem works unless some un- 
locked for necessity arises. 


After tbe battleships are completed a 


provision in the bill provides for the 
return of the property to the owners, 
also for the adjudication of claims 
against the Government by the Court 
of Claims. The provisions of the bill 
are based on the Fifth Amendment to 
tbe Constitution, providing for the 
taking of private property under cer- 
tain emergencies, for public use of the 
United States under an obligation to 
make just compensation therefor. 


It is to be hoped that the movement 


will be carried ont in detail, as it may 
not only convince these two great cow- 
ponies, bnt corporations generally, 
throughout tho country that the Gov- 
ernment is not entirely under their con- 
trol, and tho quicker they are* con- 
vinced of this the better,

The Trials of tbe Czar. 


It is certain that the ozar cannot pos- 


sess his father's iron constitution, and 
certain, too, that he is and if the pres- 
ent system euclnres he must remain 
terribly overworked. It is not only that 
he must do work, sedentary -work with 
papers, for eight or ten hours a day, 
like an English barrister or physician 
in grout practice, but that the kind of 
work is BO exhausting to the nerves. It 
is bud enough to be viceroy of India, 
with 200 or 800 executive orders to sign 
in a week, 10 per cent of •which may 
"make" or nenrfy rmn individuals, bnt 
a viceroy is protected from doing' too 
much barm by immutable laws, customs 
and responsibilities to the ultimate 
borne authority. The "supreme'order" 
of the cuar, as it is called, baa the force 
of law, cannot in numerous cases be 
dispensed with, and in others almost ae 
numerous -ftffiects great interests, great 
political movements or the fate of per- 
sons to whom enormous powers are neo« 
essarily intrusted. 


Every suoh order requires an effort ol 


the mind. People talk of autocrats as ii 
they were necessarily demons, but in 
reality they are men of business, harsh 
or gentle as temperament may incline, 
but still most anxious that their policy 
or administration, or special facSelionld 
succeed and increase cither the dignity 
or the happiness of the empire they are 
set to rule. It is almost impossible for 
a man in weak health to fill such a post 
without occasionally breaking down, 
and aa every breakdown is for many 
purposes aa interregnum reports as to 
the czar's health are studied and in- 
vented, as in England are reports thai 
the majority is •- revolting.

them maybe true or all of them may be 
false, but none of them can be trusted 
unless confirmed by official or profes 
sioual admissions.—London Spectator.
